But due to lack of playing ability they didn't get very far,It wasn't long 
before they recruited a nevvr Bass player Andreas and Bernd took the role of 
vocalist and by late I98I the German Skinheal scene had reached their home 
town of Hamlen,so that was that they all cropped their hair except Thatche 
-r who departed.They got a new drummer,Toky and conti ued their struggle 
playing Oi music with Ger an words,They decided to change the name to 
VORTEX,named after a far away land in a science fiction film!. 

It wasn't untill 1985 that they played their first gig in their home town 
of Hamlen,this was followed by a gig in Berlin with KRAFT DURCH FROIDE 
which means Strenght Through Joy.Then at a Hamlen open air festival with 
the BODYCHECKS another German Skin band.They haven't played many gigs as 
Skins over there are banned from almost everywhere but they hope that will 
change with the release of their first record,an LP on the German labal 
Rock-0-xRama.(We hope to have an interview KRAFT DURCH FROIDK in the next 
issue !) 

The Skinhead scene in Germany is probably bigger than our own now,It is 
very popular in Hannover so I am told it is said that the Cult over there 
was started by some Goerdie Skinheads who were stationed o er there in 
the army,the style was adopted and grew rapidly,by the spring of I98I the

- movemant became very strong and a crew of Skinheads formed who called 
themselves the Weekend Wariors!,by the end of I 98 I there was more than 
a Hundred of them .During 1982 many fights occured involving the Skin¬ 
heads jthey fought pitch battles with Rockers and Punks,They battled in 
pubsjdancehalls and on the streets,The violence became so bad that on 
one occasion the Skins waited outside a Punk gig and burned down their 
meeting place!. 

In 1984 Punks from all over the World went to Hannover to atend an int¬ 
ernational anarchists meeting,thj.s atracted Skins from all over Europe, 
Skins turnsdup from as far away England and Switzerland,France and Italia 
,in the end 300 Skins fought a pitched battle with 3000 Punks!.

The spring of 1945 was a dark one for the Jackboot,with Hitler's Third - 
Reich in its death throes and the Fatherland overrun by the Allies,the 
Future looked bleak for its steel caps and leather uppers. 

But in a country village on the outskirts of Munich,two young Germans - 
Herbert Funck and Klaus Maerten-were already plotting the resurrection 
of the Great German boot from the ashes of its Wehrraacht forebears,The 
footwear phenomenon they created succeeded in doing what the Jackboot 
never could,it invaded Britain. 

They called it the "Doctor Maertens",and from the moment in 1969 when 
Skinheads discovered that nothing looked better with a shaved head than 
a pair of lO-hole,steel-capped,air-soled boots,the DM became synonymous 
with street fashion and violence.At the height of their success, 50,000 
pairs were being produced a week,and the sales figures were leaving 
their impression on Football Specials all over the country. 

It is entirely appropriate that the footwear fad of a generation of 
British Nationalists should have been conceived by a wounded Stormtrooper, 
yet in Germany itself the name Doc Maertens has about as much adrenal 
resonance as Doctor Scholl has in Britain. 

"Eighty per cent of our shoes are sold to women over the age of 40,they 
aren't a very violent market",explained Dr Maertens,now 70."But I owe the 
Skinheads a grest debt of gratitude,! saw my first one about seven years 
ago,he was about 14 and I thought he looked extraordinary. 


CUSHION 
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The fruits of his Skinhead fashion success have been channelled into 
a collection of vintage cars,a mansion in France and as much free time 
to indulge his pass on for painting as he wants. 

The idea that launched West-Germanys other DM came to Doctour Maertens 
after a ski-ing accident during the war,"I was 25 and I'd been fighting 
at the front,it dosent matter where,the important thing was that it 
wasn't Russia,and I was back on leave,I broke my foot in the snow and 
began to think about a sol^ which would make it less painful", 

"The week warended everyone rushed out and started looting,but while most 
were looking for valuables,stuff like jewels and furs,I picked out a 
cobbler's last,some leather,needles and threads,and made myself a pair 
of shoes with the thick,aircushioned soles I'd been thinking about.Then 
I headed south for Munich to go ski-ing and make some money". 

Enter Herbert Funck,a 25 year old Luxerabourger brought up in Germany 
who had managed to keep his old passport,this had excused him from the 
Wehrmacht and now put him in a position to strike business deals with 
the U.S military goverment. 

"I had met Klaus Maertens at Munich university when we'd both been chasin 
-g the same girl,but we lost contact once he'd gone to the Front.One day 
ill 1945 I saw him again with this amazing pair of shoes,I told him we'd 
have to start producing them". 

The prototype DM,a sort of cross between a brothel creeper and a boot, 
went into production and with Funck's contacts and Meartens charisma the 
business took off. "Our timing was perfect",says Meartens,"The whole of 
Europe had just spent five years in army boots and everyone knew how 
uncomfortable they were,The DM was the right ansewer at the right time, 

"I used bits off my army uniform on the early pairs,I pulled the metal 
regimentle numbers off my jacket epaulets and used them as eyelets,and 
I brought uniform trousers from ex-officers for their leather leggings, 

I could get two pairs of shoes out of one pair of Wehrmacht trousers", 

"But the secret was alliin the soles and we'd done a deal with the 
Americans so we could buy piles of rubber and PVC from abandoned Luftwaffe 
airfields". 

"But I never wanted to stay exclusively in boots,I wanted to start sellin 
—g to women,they buy more shoes than men so you make more money,So when a 
boot manufacturer (R.Griggs) from Britain asked if he could start using ray 
air soles on his industrial boots,I was happy to lease him the process 
,his steel-capped boots with my soles became known as Dr Martens,and after 
10 years of about 5^00 pairs a week,the Skinheads arrived and everything 
took off". 

The future for Dr Maertens holds no more Football Specials,the legend of 
a thousand half-time scuffles plans to drift quietly into retirment,"I'm 
happy now lifes been injected into the boot,but I don't really keep up an 
-y more-I'm more intrested in my cars".

Laurel Aitken»s musical history goes back to the late 50s and tto> 
’’Opportunity Hour" talent competitions held at the Majestic theatre in 
Greenwich Town,Kingston.A ten time winner at the Majestic he-along with 
Jackie Edwards,Owen Gray and Derrick Morgan-dominated the local scene. 

He made music for several producers including Duke Reid,but it was tne 
classic "Little Sheila"/"Boogie In My Bones",recorded for Chris Blackwel 
-I’s Island records,that established him as a star in Jamaica by topping 

the Ji charts for around ten weeks. 

During 1959, Aitken was the master of Jamaican boogie but though Ska 
was still in its birth pangs and Prince Buster was still a sound system 
youth working for Coxsone Downbeat,competition was growing.The increasea 
demand for Jamaican music in Britain had led Melodise to set up the 
.•lue Beat label and when they expressed intrest in his music Aitken 
decided to enigrate here. 





'T’he first artist to sign with Blue Beat 
in July I960,Aitken was also responsible 
for the first tune cut here,’’Mary Lee”. 

' e cut a stack of singles for Blue Beat 
includin^r ”Bartender” , ’’Sweet Jamaica” , 
’’Kansas City”,and ’’Railroad Track” and 
also produced others. 

Like many other Jamican artists his 
story is one of bogus contracts and 
rip-offs.After leaving Blue Beat,the 
majority of his music hit the street 
via the Kio label out financal returns 
were scant and :sv only real satisfaction 
Aitken ^ot was some time later when he saw 
the label owner,begging a bus fare,after h 
his com.pany bad mone broke.

His experience with Rio and Blue Beat gave Aitken a built-in resistance 
against signing with small companies and the story surrounding his sig¬ 
ning with Pama is mind boggling!After having a paternity claim filed 
against him for thirty shillins(£T.50)a week,he fell behind with his 
payments and was arrested at a Birmingham gig and remanded till the 
following Monday,with a £200 fine or six weeks in jail hanging over 
his head the only person he could get in touch with was the labels owner, 
when he turned up not only did he bring the money he also brought a 
contract for Aitken,he had no choi but to sign!. 

You can still find copys of his Pama albums,"High Priest of Reggae" 
and"Scandal at Brixton Markef'and they includo the excellenf'Woppi King" 
.He went on to work for Pama until the companys decline in the early 
70s when he moved off the scene. 

At the end of 70s,enthused by the success of The Specials and Madness, 
he took to the road again and began working on a single which employed 
the distinctive tones of Rico on trombone,the single was called 
"Rudie gets Married",it became an instant success with the Rude Boys 
and Skinhead of the time,unfortunately 2 Tone entered a terminal decline 
and Laurel Aitken again disappeared into obscurity,for all I know hes 
still playing
